FIVE MEN ARE HEROES.

PLUNDER SAFES ON BURLINGTON 
TRAIN NEAR SAVANNAH. 


Six Sacks of Money and Valuable 
Papers Taken From the Car, 
Which Had Been Wrecked 
With Dynamite. 


MOUNT CARROLL, Il, Aug. 6.—A dar- 
ing and successful train robbery occurred 
at Marcus, on the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railway, five miles north of Savan- 
nah, about midnight. 

The fine vestibuled passenger train of 11 
coaches, Conductor Emerson in charge, was 
flagged at the little station and six masked 
men boarded the engine. 

The engineer and fireman obeyed the tm- 
perative orders of the robbers and at once 
uncoupled the engine and express car frotn 
the train and ran them a mile up the track. 
The bandits blew up the express car with 
dynamite, ran the engine north, a distance 
of a mile from Hanover, and ‘‘killed’’ it. 

One of the brigands was killed, being 
shot above the eve and also in the leg. He 
met death while in the engine, and his 
body wag dumped on one side of the track 


by his companions. 

The express messenger, Bye, claims to 
have done the shooting, but the details of 
his exploit have not been learned. 

The dead robber was a stranger in this 
vicinity. He was middle-aged and well 
dressed. 

The robbery was done quickly, the train- 
men and passengers making no defense. 
Six sacks vf money were secured, but the 
amount is not Known. The passengers were 
not molested. 

There was no way of telegraphing news 
of the hold-up, and a flagman walked back 
and gave the alarm. A special train of cit- 
izens and several policemen at once pro# 
ceeded to the scene, but, as the track runs 
along the Mississippi, and: the ccuntry is 
well adapted to a successful flight, the 
robbers easily escaped. The work was evi- 
denfiy that’sof experts, as they went at 
it coolly and methodically. 

The train attacked is one of the finest 
in the world, and usually carries consid- 
erable money, which must have been 
known by the highwaymen. 

The train 1s known as No. 47, leaving 
Chicago at 6:30 p. m. It is a through train 
for Minneapolis. It is said to have car- 
ried heavy and valuable express. 

It is reported that the robbers secured 
about $20,000.

THIS GARBAGE BOX WAS DESIGNED 
BY POLICE CAPTAIN PHILLIPS

FRONT VIEW 


A garbage box which works like a bu- 
reau drawer, and which the dviver of a 
Builer slop surrey can offer no excuse for 
passing by, nas been designed by Capt. E. 
J. Phillips of the Sixth pclice district as a 
factor in making a clean city. 

The receptacle is larger than an ordi- 
nary bureau drawer, but its whole space 
is not available for its contents. Instead 
the bottum slopes at an angle convenient 


‘for the driver’s shovel. 


An outer box incases it ,and only a leath- 
er strap protrudes into the alley from the 
aperture in the fence through which the 
box may be drawn by the driver. 

The receptacle may be made either of 
metal or wood. The one which is in use 
back of Capt. Phillips’ house at 4675 Easton 
avenue is of wood, and holds about two 
bushels of garbage. 

Capt. Phillips says that his device meets 
the double requirement of being out of 
the way of alley dogs and passing teams 
and of being convenient for tne driver of 
the garbage wagon. 

Since it has been in vse, he says, the 
driver, has never failed to remove the 
matter deposited in it. The _ sianting 
bottom makes it easy for the driver, with 
his shovel, to clean up the box’s con- 
tents, which would be more difficuit if 
the inside of the box were «ntireiy square. 

Drivers prefer to use shovels rather than 
to take hold of the receptacle and empty it, 
says ‘capt. Phillips. This is believed to

After pursuing him six weeks; spending 
$19,000 and losing six men, the authorities 
formally abandoned the chase. 

They took it up again three days ago. 

The last chapter of Harry Tracy's his- 
tory began in February, 1899. A squad of 
detectives were sent out in Portland, Ore., 
to arrest two young criminals who had not 
very long records, but were reputed to be 
desperate characters. They had commit- 
ted a number of robberies in Portland, in 
the course of three months, and the police 
had been unable to catch them. The two 
‘young men were Harry Tracy and David 

ferrill. The police had been so much criti- 
cjacd that they felt their entire reputation 
depended on catching these two men, and 
the whole force was sent after them. 

They first started after David Merrill. We 
lived in a house with his mother, brother 

nd stepsister. He originally came from 

ancouver, Wash., where he was known 
@s a young tough and a dead shot. The 
police surrounded the Merrill house. They 
calculated that if they knocked at the front 
door ‘the criminal would immediately rush

out at the back. Their knock at the front | 


door was answered by Merrill's mother. 
At the same moment Merrill popped his 
head out at the back door, where he foutd 
himself looking into the muzzles of three re- 
volvers. He jumped back instantly and 
locked the door, but a policeman had al- 
ready got in at the front door, and so the 
olice were in command of the house. They 
ad a ane 
ally they found him in a big bureau, stuffed 
with dresses. Owing to his cramped posi- 
tion, he failed to get the drop on the of- 
ficers and was caught. 
His mother then exclaimed that he was 
innocent, and that he had been led into bad 
company by Harry Tracy. She told the po- 


lice where they could find Tracy, which¢was | 


just what they wanted to know. A message 
was sent to ‘racy in Merrill’s name, asking 
him to met Detective Weiner, who was rep- 
resented as a friend of Merrill. Tracy fell 
into the trap and went out walking with 
Weiner, who was leading him carefully 
the bandit nearly two months. 

‘The sheriff's posse was greatly augment- 
ed, every farmer in the region joining in 
the pursuit. Tracy was finally tracked to 
the wheat field, and every avenue of escape 
cut off. 


STORY OF TRACY'S ESCAPE 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 6.—Harry Tracy 
was probably the most daring, resourceful 
and conscienceless bandit that America 
has ever produced. 

After June,

The detective reached for his revol- 
ver, but it was tvo late, and Tracy shot 
at him from under cover. The detective 
received a painful wound. Then Tracy put 
his pistol to the engineer's head and made 
him pull out at full speed. The news was 
telaphoned ahead, and Tracy was _  sur- 
rounded by a mob. A_ plucky butcher 
knocked him down and held him until ke 
was taken by the officers, one of whom 
was the man he had wounded. The two 
criminals were then lodged in the Portland 
jail. This is Tracy’s description then re- 
corded in the prison archives: 

‘Harry Tracy, 25 years of age, 5 feet 10 

weight 169 pounds, light gray 
eyes, light nair and mustache.”’ 

Within two months they were tried and 
convicted of seve:al robberies. Tracy was 
sentenced to 20 years in prison. This long 
16¢rm was owing to his conviction fcr rob- 
bery and for woundi the detective with 
intent to Kill. Merrill was sentenced tuo 
12 years.

Desperadoes’ Thrilling 

Escape From Prison. 

The two desperadoes, heavily manacled 
and guarded, were finally taken to Salem, 
delivered to Warden Jones, and put to

They were allowed to work side by side 
in the foundry for months, free to talk to- 
gether and make all the plans for escape 
they pleased. The state penitentiary is 
considered a model of strength and of up- 


to-date prison construction, and the war-|

alive. In this case their confidence was 
slightly misplaced. On June 9 of this year 
the prisoners were paraded as usual at 7 
o'clock in the morning before being as- 
signed to their dally labors.

Once in the yard, Tracy fired at every 
wall guard in sight. One bullet killed 
Guard 8. . T. Jones, and the others

He talked freely about his flight and told 
them an astonishing story about the death 
of Merrill, whom he admitted having killed. 
He said that he was angered by the news- 
paper stories, which treated him and Mer- 
rill as equals, whereas Merrill was a veny 
commonplace’ blackguard. He taunted 
Merrill with cowardice and a desire to keep 
in the backwoods and Merril] retorted. 
They agreed to fight a duel. Each was to 
walk away from the other ten paces, turn 
and fire. racy says he believed his op- 
ponent was going to be treacherous. so he 
stopped at the eighth step, turned and shot 
Merrill in the back. Merrill's body was 
found later and all the circumstances con- 
firmed Tracy's story. 

Wanted to Shoot 
at Prison Guards. 

When the launch was nearing Tacoma 
Tracy instructed Capt. Clark to run 
near as possible to McNeil’s Island, where 
the Washington prison is situated, as he 
wanted to get a shot at one of the guards 
on the wall. Capt. Clark, however, per- 
suaded him that they would be likely to 
be wrecked if they went too near the is- 
land. Tracy changed his mind about going 
to Tacoma, and ordered the captain to get 
him in Seattle after dark. Before going 
ashore he made one of the crew, Frank 
scott, bind the others. Then he landed at 
Meadow Point, a few miles north of the 
city, making Scott go before him. As he 
landed he said: 

“Good-by, cap. You’ve been kind to me, 
ne, oe I'll pay you for your trou- 
dle, 

After taking Scott as far as the railroad 
he sent him back to the launch, and infor- 
mation was then given of his presence to 
the county authorities. In deciding to visit 
Seattle Tracy had come into the territory 
of Sheriff Edward Cudihee, who is known 
as the ablest and most fearless hunter of 
bad men in the West. 

He ahd his brother, John, received their 
first training in the lumber camps of Michi- 
gan. Then he went, by invitation, to Lead- 
ville, Colo., where a gang of ruffians had 
established an absolute reign of murder and 
lawlessness. Cudihee restored order there. 
and, after living in Leadville until it be- 
came excessively respectable, he moved 
further West and was elected sheriff of 
Kings County, in which Seattle is situated.

WIFE SOLD TRACY’S BODY

SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 6.—The young 
wife of Harry Tracy, the outlaw, bandit 


and murderer, according to a report here, 
recently closed a contract for the exhibi- 
tion of his body in Seattle and Spokane if 
he was killed before Aug. 23. 

The contract is said to have been secured 
by John Cort of Seattle, the president of 
the Northwest Theatrical Syndicate, and 
manager of the Seattle Theater. The con- 
tract is understood TO cover exhibition in 
Seattle during the Elks’ carnival and Spo- 
kane afterward. It is stipulated that the 
charge for viewing the body shall be ‘‘two 
bits.”’ the western term for 25 cents. The 
Flks’ carnival runs from Aug. 18 to 238. 


THE OUTLAW’S EARLY LIFE 


Speciul to the Post-Dispatch. 

TACOMA, Wash.,. Aug. 6.—Tracy was 
31 years old. He was born either in Louis- 
ville, Ky., or in New York. 

The officers who have been most familiar 
with him incline to the latter place. Tracy 
once told a guard in the Oregon peniten- 
tiary that he was born in Duchess County, 
opposite Newburg, N. Y. Tracy came west 
in 1896. 
The life of the frontier was attractive, 
and the first time he was brought into no- 
tice as an outlaw was when the famous 
‘hole-in-the-wall” band of cattle thieves, 
known in western parlance as “‘rustlers,”’ 
precipitated what for a time Was almost a 
border war. To the west of Grand Junc- 
tion, Colo., back of the Book Rocks, known 
to all transcontinental tourists, with others 
of his ilk, he made an abode. 

Short shrift came to that desperate band 
and almost all of its members fell beneath 
It 
is probable that in this school of lawless- 
ness Tracy learned that deadly coolness 
and utter disregard for human life. 

In 1897 the first official record of death 
was made against him, in the killing of 
Valentine Hoge. a Colorado cattleman. The 
killing was in thé course of a running fight. 
He followed it by the unprovoked killing 
of William Strong a mre boy, and resident 
of the same state. 3 

Then he became known as a bad man, 
and from that day on the officers were on 
the alert. Deputy Sheriff Valentine Hay 
undertook to arrest him for the killing of 
Strong and fell dead from Tracy’s aim. But 
the arrest was made and Tracy was taken 
to the county seat wherein the officer was 
killed, was placed in the Aspen (Col.) jail 
and held for trial on the charge of murdtr. 
While awaiting his trial he called the 
sheriff into his cell on an excuse, struck 
him over the head, bound and gagged him, 
took the keys and escaped. 

Colorado was getting too warm for him. 
s0 he decided to make a jump to the coast. 
By a series of-daring hold-ups and one 
hotel robbery in Salt Lake City, Utah, he 
gained money enough to ride “like a gen- 
tleman’”’ to Seattle. My 

While in that city his intimates were 
thugs and thieves of the lower class, and 
hig record one of quiet skulking from offi- 
cers. His life in Tacoma, whither he drift- 
ed, was similar. But in 1898 he again came 
to the fore as a desperado. In Portland he 
conimitted two highway robberies, with 
Dave Merrill. When arrested he shot twice 
at Detective D. Weiner, held up a locom>- 
tive and ran away on the enaine. Almost 
by accident he was wounded by a butcher 
and captured. Undaunted by previous rec- 
ords of failure in the West he, in 1899, after 
conviction, held up his jailer with a revol- 
ver, and after exchanging a few shots with 
a deputy sheriff, was forced to surrender. 

Then followed his escape with Dave Mer. 
rill from the Salem Penitentiary on June 4. 

In the fight with the prison guards and 
subsequent battles with his pursuers Tracy 
has killed nine men. 

All the persons who have come in contact 
with the convict since his escape on June 
9 agree that when not in immediate dan- 
ger he was good humored. 

Tracy was of medium weight, dark hair 
and steel grav eves, 

During all his long flight he has stead- 
fastly refused Intoxicants. His iron endur- 
ance, his perfect coolness and deadly aim, 
added to his fearsome record, have terror. 
ized the residents of two states.

Trade Topics. 


In its August report the Missouri state 
board of agriculture figures record-break- 
ing crops for 1902 for this state, their es- 
timates based on census returns for i499 
brought up to date. The quality of the 
wheat is not up to last year’s, but the 
yield much better, probably reaching 20 
bushels per acre, this exceeding the es- 
timate of 17.6 bu per acre made at be- 
ginning of threshing, and four bu above 
the average of 10 vears past. As the area 
harvested is 3,189,000 acres the total yield 
this year is indicated as over 63,000,000 bu. 
The present average condition of corn is 
placed at 101, an improvement during July 
of 2 points. With an area now in corn of 
7,645,600 acres, the prospective yield is for 
231,662,000 bu. If the yield should average 38 
bu to the acre, as it did in 1895, the state 
department says, the yield will be 290,000,000 
bu. Oats made a good yield of good quality, 
but has been considerably damaged by 
rain.

Power Without Wires. , 


PLANT IS NEARLY COMPLETED 


HE GUARDS IT CAREFULLY FROM 
CURIOUS PERSONS. 


With His Apparatus in Action Trains 
and Ocean Liners Can Draw 
Their Power From the 
Atmosphere, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

“NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—After working for 
more then three years on the transmission 
of electrical energy without wires, Nicola 
Tesla announced today that he has com- 
pleted an invention by which it will be 
possible not only to send wireless messages 
for thousands of miles without wires, but 
that he will be enabled to send ocean liners 
to Europe and have railroads carry pas- 
gengers a hundred miles an hour by draw- 
ing their power from the air. 

Mr. Tesla has completed a large power 
house at Wardenclyfe, on Long Island, and 
is building others throughout the country, 
and one in Scotland, between which, he 
gays, he intends to send electric currents 
of sufficient voltage to enable steamships 
and railroads to draw al! their power. The 

wer house at Wardenclyfe occupies nearly 
Three acres of ground, and is fenced in 80 
that no one can get a view of it except 
those working within the enclosure, 


Will Announce 


His Plans Soon. 

“TI expect to make a complete announce- 
ment of my plans shortly,”’ Mr. Tesla said, 
‘end when I do many persons will be sur- 
prised. I have béen taking out patents on 
my inventions on the transmission of elec- 
trical energy without wires for the past 
three years, but I did not complete po ans 
for putting them to practical test until re- 
cently. :

That we will be enabied to get 
orce with which to operate railroads and 
steamships from currents passing theough 
the air- between power houses you can say 
is an assured fact. All my exper ments

His Ideas Are No 
Longer Speculative. 

“My plans have passed away beyond the 
merely speculative stage and in a very 
short while will be in thorough working 
order. The whole idea in a nutshell, you 
can say, is simply an extension of the plan 
to send wireless telegraph messages.”’ 

About 200 men are working on the Tesla 
plant.

More Agreeable Than 


For many years has St, Louis resembled 
dear “old Lunnon’’ in a way, a dark and 
foggy way in which we prided ourselves. 
During the foggy season 10,000 men said to 
their neighbors, “Just like London this 
morning,”’ and it. invariably fetched a 
laugh. Up to a few days ago that was all 
we knew of London's dismal climate. 

But, now again, are we in line w‘h Lon- 
don. A bright young man has transplanted 
one of its customs, that of lending um- 
brellas. . 

Have you ever noticed in real pictures the 
vast number of umbrellas? 

The true Londoners’ existence might be 
called ‘‘Life under an umbrella.’’ The um- 
brella is just as necessary to a Londoner 
as the cigarette is vo the Spaniard. 

So the umbrella lending business grew out 
of this necassity for umbrellas, and flour- 
ished mightily, for London is the City of 
Rain. 

The umbrella lending business is not 
quite so necessary in St. Louis as in Lon- 
don, although this season has been cer- 
tainly moist, and the trade should flour- 
ish. Last summer a man who could rent 
individual rain-making machines would 
have made a fortune. 

The umbrella lending business, as it will 
be run here, contemplates the ability of the 
subecriber to pick up or leave an umbrella 
wherever he may be, day or night. 

The company has established stations 
in the business and residence portions of 
the city, generally in places easy of ac- 
cess, such as drug stores, cigar stands, 
restaurants, confectionery and grocery 
stores—in fact, in all manner of places, 
much frequented by men and women, for 
the latter are admitted to membership as 


well as men. ¢ 
When you become a subscriber you pay 


$1, which entitles you for a year to the use, 
of an umbrella whenever you need it and| 


for as long as you may require. 

Suppose you are at the corner of Jeffer- 
son and Park avenues, and a heavy rain- 
storm comes up—you having left your um- 
brella at home. Instead of getting your 
clothes wet and- your temper ruffled you 
step into a drug store that is pretty sure to 
be an umbrella station, show your ticket, 
and an umbrella its; handed over to you. 

You come downtown an hour later and 
leave the car. You will probably be right 
on a corner where there is an umbrella- 
lending station. The rain has ceased and 
you no longer need the umbrella you are 
carrying. You go into the station and hand 
over the umbrella and get a receipt for it. 

An hour afterward it is raining again, 
and as you are near a drug store you go in 
and gel an umbrella, delivering up the re- 
ceipt you took from the station you pre- 
viously visited. So you go all day, out of 
the wet when it rains, unburdened by an 
umbrella wher it is dry. Hundreds of these 
stations are promised, so that one will not 
be more than a block or two distant from 
one at any place he may be when a storm 
comes up. ~ 

There is one thing it will do away with— 
umbrella fudging. No one ever “steals” 
an umbrella—he simply borrows it. With 
the umbrella lending scheme under way 
there will be, not the slightest temptation 
to fudge your neighbor's rain shedder.

CHICAGO LABOR FEDERATION 
PLANS NEW MOVEMENT. 


ORGANIZATION IS UNDER WAY 


First Obstacle to New Association Is 
the Inevitable Fight on It 
By Employers. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 6..-Having organized 
unions of children of tender years, the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor is approaching 
the other extreme, anxious to have its pow- 
er felt from the cradle to the grave. A 
Burial Tradés’ council, to be composed of 
the unions who assist in the interment of 
corpses, is the latest. 

Organizer John Fitzpatrick announced 
yesterday that the strike of the graved g- 
gers in Concordia Cemetery had turnis.ed 
the federation with an Spoesseaty for put- 
ting the new council on its feet. 

rhe federation intends to organize the 
gravediggers,’’ he said, ‘and before we have 
linished with our work a Burial Trauwes’ 
council will be formed. Many of the unions 
that will compose it are already organized 
and the others will come.” 

Ten unions will be affiliated with the new 
organization. They are: . 
Grave diggers, Hearse drivers, 
Shroudmakers, Lndertakers’ aagsistants, 
Corfinmakers, Pallbearers and profes- 
Boxmakers, sional mournets, 
Tombstone carvers and Sextons, ~ 

cutiers, Coffin upholsterers. 

Of these ten the boxmakers, coffin-mak- 


ers, tombstone cutters, coffin upholsterers 
and pallbearers are already organized. The 
coffin-makers are affiliated with the Amal- 
gamated Association of Woodworkers of 
America. The boxmakers and upholsterers 
each have a union of thelr own. The tomb- 
stone cutters owe allegiance to the Granite 
Cutters’ Union. The organization of pall- 
bearers and professional mourners was re- 
cently formed, the men and women com- 
posing it having joined to demand increased 


pay. 

Just what power the new council will have 
is not known. Before it can be thoroughly 
organized it will have the experience of all 
other labor organizations, that of fighting 
a combination of employers. 

The Illinois Coffin Co., commonly known 
as the ‘coffin trust,”’ will deal with the cof- 
fin-makers, who are already thoroughly or- 
ganized. The undertakers have formed a 
trust and enforce rates which are fixed ar- 
bitrarily by their association. The same is 
true of the liverymen who furnish hearses 
and carriages for funeral processions. 

The movement to organize the trades 
whose members come into contact with 
death is an old one. Two years ago M. J. 
Deutsch, secretary of the Building Material 
Trades’ Council undertook the organization 
of the Era veciquers and actuall foomnad an 
organization. he object of this organiza- 
tion was to aid the coffin-makers, who are 
affiliated with the woodworkers. The coffin. 
makers had a strike on their hands, and it 
was proposed that the gravediggers refuse 
to bury corpses which were not brought to 
the cemetcries in union-made coffins, This

‘“‘As to the attendance from abroad I do 
not think it will be a material part of the 
generel attendance. The greatest affection 
for this country I found in Hungary and 
Ireland, and the attendance from those 
countries will be largest.’’
